UTILITIES: 
HOW TO USE 


Utility programs may not be run while Cluster/One is 
operating. They can only be run on file-server. 


To execute utility programs, enter Pascal command level 
by bringing up system from scratch or entering console 
command QUIT when Cluster/One is operating. 


Type X and name of utility you wish to execute. Then sup- 


ply additional information as requested. 


FILTRAN 


e copies entire floppy diskette onto hard disk. 
e copies part of hard disk onto floppy diskette. 


e copies from one floppy diskette to another even if 
size is different. 


e copies single file or directory sub-hierarchy from one 
disk unit to another. 


1. To copy single Cluster file to same or different disk 
unit, specify full pathname for both SOURCE and 
TARGET Cluster-files. 


a. in er? entire 8-inch floppy to another floppy or hard 
isk: 
e specify unit /1 as source and /2 or /5 as target 
e answer three questions with n 
e ASK ABOUT EACH FILE (Y/N)? 
e ERASE DUPLICATES (Y/N)?

e you will be asked about all Cluster-files with 
duplicate names before they are copied 


e the directory structure of the target will be 
undisturbed.

FORMAT: 


e formats 8-inch floppy diskette; checks for disk errors. 


® Do NOT format: 
hard disk (unit 5) 
system floppy diskettes supplied by Nestar 


e DO format all other 8-inch floppies to be used on 
Cluster/One. 


e Diskettes must be soft-sectored. 
e Diskettes may be either single-sided or dual-headed. 
e Disk Errors: 


1. Check that write-protect notch is REMOVED (un- 
covered) on 8-inch diskette. 


2. Try again in same and different drive. 
3. If only one drive gives errors, schedule it for service. 


4. If some diskettes can be formatted, but a particular 
one gives errors, replace that diskette. 


5. WARNING: Disks with permanent errors can not be 
used on Cluster/One Model A. 


DISKCOPY 


e copies full 8-inch floppy diskette onto another formatted 
floppy of same size. 


e copies FULL diskette, not selected files. 
e target diskette must be formatted by FORMAT program. 


e target and source diskettes must both be single sided 
or both be dual-headed. 


e DISK COPY does NOT copy to or from hard disk. 


e DISK COPY destroys existing information on target 
diskette. 


e target name can be old target name, source name, or 
new name. 


e to ABORT, press <esc> and <return> in succession 
whenever DISKCOPY requests a reply; or press <esc>- 
only during copying process. (WARNING: Target 
diskette will not be usable until it is reformatted by 
FORMAT program or it is the target of a successfully 
completed DISK COPY).

FLOPPY DISK ONLY: Turn on Nestar floppy disk unit (but- 
ton in back) and insert system floppy A. e.g. MAIN 
(Boot Version 1.0).

CONSOLE COMMANDS 


WARNING: The Nestar File Server does not respond 
to network commands while executing console com- 
mands or when display is stopped with ctrl-s. 


ENTERING PASSWORDS: |r you entered 


password during STARTUP, before EACH console com- 
mand you must type: 

<esc> password <return> 
Password will not appear on screen. If password 
sequence is entered incorrectly, press [esc] to restart it. 


Until correct Sequence is entered, file-server will continue 
to process network requests. 


ENTERING COMMANDS: enter password if 


required (See above). No prompt or cursor will appear. 
Type first character; then prompt: 


ENTER CMD? 


will appear on first line of screen followed by character 
you typed. Finish entering command; follow it with 
<return>. The system will execute command and print 
error code and message on screen. 


CLUSTER COMMANDS: aii cluster commands 


can be used at system console except: 
BSAVE BLOAD BRUN OFF 


PRIVILEGED COMMANDS: 


(system console only) 

CLEAR e rewrites console 
display; 

e resets TIM, INT, CHK 
and ADR 

DISK CHANGE Uu e where u is 1 for left 
floppy or 2 for right; 

e allows safe removal and 
insertion of 8-inch 
floppies 


DISPLAY ON 
DISPLAY OFF 


e turns on or off display 
of system commands 
and messages at top of 
screen 

QUIT e shuts down system; 
returns file-server to 
Pascal command level. 

RESET (no <cr>) e type RESET but don’t 
press Carriage return! 

e halts system so <reset> 
button can be pressed 
safely 

SET DATE yymmdd + sets system date. For 
July 3, 1980 type: 
800703 


SHOW ALL MOUNTS - displays all current 


MOUNTS or LOCKS. 
Follow with CLEAR to 
rewrite screen. NOTE: 
Ctri-s freezes or 
releases display. It also 
freezes the whole 
system. 


SHOW ALL LOCKS 


STATION nn 


e causes next single 
console command to 
be treated as if it were 
issued at station nn. 
nn must be hexadecimal 
number between $1 and 
$7F; number must be 
preceded by $. STATION 
command may not be 
followed by BLOAD, 
BSAVE, BRUN, OFF or 
STATION. 
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EMERGENCY PROCEDURES 
RUN-TIME ERROR 


e display will show: 

EXEC ERROR #n 

S#s, P#p, I#i 

TYPE <SPACE> TO CONTINUE 
e proper action: 


a. Record exact message displayed and transmit to 
Nestar. 


b. Enter <reset> C600G <return> to reboot system. 
c. Restart file-server from beginning. See STARTUP. 


HARD DISK NOT READY 


a. Enter LIST /5 at file-server console to verify that hard 
disk is not ready. 


b. Type the word RESET but DO NOT press <return>. 
This freezes file-server, so it will not be in the middle 
of a file or network transaction. 


c. Press <reset> button. Apple will enter Apple Monitor. 
d. Type G <return> and file-server will resume operation. 


<RESET> HIT ACCIDENTALLY 


a. If other characters have already been entered from the 
console, the file-server cannot be in the middle of a 
file or network transaction. Therefore, it is safe to type 
G <return> which resumes operation. 


b. If <reset> is the first button pressed, the file-server 
may have been in the middle of a file or network trans- 
action. Therefore, enter C600G <return> to reboot the 
system and restart the file-server from the beginning. 


A PASCAL-USER’S EDIT DISK IS FULL | 


a. Enter STATION $nn at file-server console, where nn is 
the user’s station number in hex; e.g. STATION $3C 


b. Enter a command at file-server console to MOUNT at 
user’s station some virtual diskette with space 
available. MOUNT with RW access. 


c. NOTE: If there is no virtual diskette available, use 
some other user-station to CREATE one and Z(ero its 
directory (in the F(iler) before issuing MOUNT com- 
mand at file-server console.
